PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


The monthly meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council was held on Tuesday 19th June 
in Bar Hill School. 


* Children on building sites. 

The Chairman read a letter from Central Ideal Homes Ltd. expressing their 
concern over children playing on their building site in The Spinney. 

Their site representatives have several times warned children of the dangers 
involved but to no avail and consequently they now have no option but to call 
in a police officer to deal with the matter. Would all parents please prevent 
their children from playing on any of the building developments currently in 
progress in the village before serious injury or a fatality occurs. Building 
sites are dangerous places, however many precautions are taken to make them 
safer - they are not suitable playgrounds for children. 


Dustbin bags. 

We are advised by the District Council that, notwithstanding the advice given 
in this report recently, it is not Council policy for dustmen to leave 
additional plastic sacks on request. The regular delivery of sacks will 
continue as before, but additional sacks can only be obtained by calling at 
the District Council offices in Hills Road, Cambridge. 


Play equipment. 

As villagers will have noticed, the slide on the Village Green has been 
re-sited on the mounding and should prove safer for small children. The 
concrete base of the climbing frame is also to be covered with wood fibre 
chippings to improve its safety aspect. The hole in the grass at the foot 
of the climbing frame caused by the removal of the base of the slide will 
be filled in as soon as possible. 


Planning Committee. 
The Planning Committee is to be re-formed under the chairmanship of Mike 
Duce and will meet regularly each month to consider all matters relating 


to planning.
